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1. Project AEVIRGIL subsidizes the anti-communist propaganda actlivities
of the Russian emigre organisation, the Central Associstion of Polltical Emigres
from the USSR (TeOPE). The organization was created in 1952 by CIA in an
attenmpt to leasen our dependence on organizstions alresdy existing btat not
subject to strict oontrol. Within e fow yesrs a propaganda mechanism had been
formed which, vhile nct completely viable se a self-sustaining emigre organi-
sation, produced end distributed propaganda primarily for the Soviet troops in
the DIB. Our cosplete control emabled us to use the orgenisation in Berlin as
a gover for a productive FI operation. For seversl years, tons of TaOPE leaflets
were balloocned enmmlly to the DDR.

2. By the time we decided to cesse ballooning in 1960, TeOPE had developad
as an organisation sufficiently so that its branches in varicus Western Buropean
countries were capable of exploiting the new opportunities to comtact Soviet
citisens presented by Soviets traveling in the West, the posaibilities to
send mail to the Soviet Unlon and radlo.

3. A summary of Ts(PE's activitiea during the pest year 1s as follows:

The group produced three periodicels as well as
approximetely 20 Russian-language books, broohures and pamphlsts. The
pericdicals aret Sygbada, a monthly mmgasine ciroulated primmrily to Ts(PE
members; Dis Freie Rundsahau, a bi-monthly Germmn-language magasine whieh
presenta the Russisn emigre viewpoimt cn current affairs; and Mogty, s litersry
journal issued thres times yearly and designed for Soviets. The group has
received many favorable comments on this latter publication both in personal

ings with Soviets and in corres .
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stationed abroad from Germany, Belgium, France, and the United States. Since
Noverber of 1960 over 8,000 publications were mailed from the first three
countries. In additiom, ten regular correspondences have grown up betwesn
TaOFE sympathisers in Paris and representatives of the Soviet saientifioc/
litersry intelligentsia. Official Soviet protests regarding TsOPR's mailing
from Belglum sttest to the sericusness with which Soviet authorities regard
these oporstions.

PERATIONS . During the past year TaOFE pembers met almost all Soviets

visiting Germany and mny traveling in France and Belgium. In a peried of three
momths, CIA received forty reports on such meetings, one of the more aignificant
of vhich deseribed a two-day meeting with a Soviet visiting Belgium vho agreed
to correspond with and socept direction from TsOFE upon his return to the Soviet
Union. Such reports are rarely of intelligence value, but they show the effact
a Russian-speeking emigre can have on a traveling Soviet and provide highly
revealing propaganda materisl and background. During these cantacts, literature
is passed to every Soviet who will accept it.
BARIGC. The TsOPE Munich Radio Section produced approximately 1,200 seripts
and 72 15-mimite taped programs. The latter were broadoast by the BCC in
Taiwan while the formsr served as a basis for approximately 30 biocadeasts a
month over Radio Rome end 40 Russimn-language broadoasts monthly over Radio
Hadrid. At Radic Madrid much of the Ts(PE materiszl is also translated and
used for broadeasts to Satellite countries.

4o During the past year the group has also made some attempt to contact
and brief persons of Russian extraction traveling to the Soviet Union and to
debrief others who have made such trips. There hss been no intelligence
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production from these contacts tub background informetion cn the Soviet Union
has been aoquired.
